Items of Agreement in Separate Bills:

e Allows the DALS to charge fees to lowa breeders of native horse and dogs to partially pay for the costs of administering the Native Horse and
Dog Program. Estimated revenue increase is $20,000 for horse fees and $33,000 for dog fees each year.

e Allows the DALS to establish a Farm Deer Administration Fee that cannot exceed $200 per year.

e Appropriates $100,000 from the Agrichemical Remediation Fund in the DALS to lowa State University for a water quality research project that
studies the effectiveness of alternative technologies used at open cattle feedlots.
